TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — Sen. 
Edward M. (Ted) Kennedy took 
up the torch for Ohio Demo­ 
cratic candidates in a 14-hour 
campaign tour Sunday and got 
right into the swing of things, 
contributing 
more 
than 
his 
share of snipea at the state Re­ 
publican administation. 
In fiery airport speeches at 
Cincinnati, Dayton, Columbus, 
Akron Canton, 
Cleveland 
and 
Toledo, the 34-year.old Massa 
chusetts Democrat showed an 
unusual grasp of the issues on 
which the party’s gubernatorial 
candidate has been waging his 
campaign. 
He joined State Sen. Frazier 
Reams Jr. in speaking on Ohio 
education, highway safety, pol­ 
lution, and plugged for Demo­ 
cratic congressional candidates 
in 10 of the state’s 24 districts. 
Kennedy also took off on his 
own, chiding Republican Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes for refusing 
to debate Reams early in the 
gubernatorial campaign and for 
failing to provide adequate state 
funds for secondary education. 
’’Ohio ranks 48th out of the 
50 states in money spent on 
education,'* 
Kennedy 
charged 
at Toledo. **1 know how bad 
that really la, too," he went on, 
"because my own state ranks 
50th.’’ 
"But then we have a Re­ 
publican 
governor 
too,"

added as the partisan, sign- 
waiving crowd roared. 
Kennedy warmed up each of 
his audiences with jokes about 
his brother Sen. Robert Ken­ 
nedy, 
D-N.Y. 
The 
crowds, 
larger than had been expected, 
according to Democratic offi­ 
cials, cheered their approval 
Then 
Kennedy, 
introduced 
twice at a future president of 
the United Stales, would turn 
serious. 
"We must keep Democratic 
congressmen who know and un 
dor stand the needs of their dis­ 
tricts and who are respected by 
tbeir colleagues," he said. 
The senator made this point 
in Cincinnati, where be cam ­ 
paigned for re-election of Rep. 
John J. GUligan; Dayton, where 
he spoke for Rep. Rodney Love; 
Cleveland, 
where 
he 
backed 
Reps. 
Michael 
Feighan 
and 
Charles Vanik, and here, where 
six-term Rep. Thomas Ashley 
seeks re-election. 
In five districts where Demo­ 
crats are trying to unseat Re­ 
publicans or where there la no 
incumbent, Kennedy 
changed 
his tactics, calling for election 
of "men looking to the future." 
"What was good enough years 
ago is no longer good enough," 
Kennedy said in pushing for 
election of Robert Shamansky 
and Robert Van Heyde in Col­ 
umbus, Robert Freeman and 
Charles Madden at Akron-Can- 
ton and Anthony Calabrese Jr. 
and Sheldon Clark in Cleveland.

(A P) — Vietnamese officialsj 
today announced a sharp rise in 
Viet Cong desertions 
to the 
South Vietnamese side. They 
reported 2,062 defectors from 
the Communist cause in Octo­ 
ber, the third highest month this 
year. 
The announcement came on 
the eve of South Viet Nam’s Na­ 
tional Day which will be cele­ 
brated with a big parade that 
will include 500 former Viet 
Cong in the line of march. 
The war itself lapsed back 
into a lull after sharp weekend 
clashes. Only small ground ac­ 
tions were reported and mon­ 


soon rains again reduced U.S. 
air raids over North Viet Nam.

NEW YORK (AP) — A group 
of 114 prominent Americans, 
who listed themselves as liber­ 
als, have urged continued oppo 
sition to admission of Commu­ 
nist China ot the United Nations 
and to its recognition by the 
United States "at this time." 
They said in a statement Sun 
dny that tley oppose both ac 
tions "until such time as Com­ 
munist Chna demonstrates its 
norms 
of international 
con 
duct." 
Among the signers were AFL 
CIO President George Meany 
Sen. Paul H. Douglas, D-lll., 
and novelist Jam es T. Farrell. 
Opposition to seating Commu 
nist China in the United Nations 
was voiced also by 334 members 
of Congress in a full-page ad 
vertisement 
in 
today’s 
New 
York Times. 
The advertisement was spon 
sored by the Committee of One 
Million Against the Admission 
of Communist China to the Unit 
ed Nations, a national group 
that has been in the forefront of 
the fight for years.

(AP) — India was expected to 
react to Communist China’s lat­ 
est atomic weapon test with a 
speech at the U.N today urging 
all the nuclear powers to sign a 
treaty to prevent the spread of 
nuclear weapons. The Chinese 
presumably will reject the ap­ 
peal if they don't ignore it. 
V.C. Trivedi, the Indian rep­ 
resentative on the Geneva dis­ 
armament 
committee, 
was 
scheduled to explain his gover- 
ment's position in the U.N. Gen­ 
eral Assembly’s main political 
committee. 
The basic Indian position has 
been that there should be a 
treaty against the spread of nu­ 
clear weapons; that it should 
involve a balance of obligations 
between nuclear and non-nu- 
cleai countries; that all nuclear 
powers should adhere to it, and 
that it should be linked with a 
freeze on stocks of weapons. 
India, neitfibor of Red China 
and the object of a Chinese bor­ 
der war in 1962, is one of the 
eight nonaligned nations at the 
Geneva disarm am ent negotia­ 
tions. 
The eight are 
among 
sponsors of two resolutions be 
fore the assembly. 
One of the resolutions, which 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States are pushing, appeals to 
all countries to take all neces 
sary steps to conclude a nonpro­ 
liferation treaty at the earliest 
possible time and "to refrain 
from any actions conducive to 
proliferation of nuclear weap 
ons." 
Some delegates predicted the 
committee would approve that 
resolution Tuesday or Wednes 
day by an almost unanimous 
vote. They expect Albania to 
vote no and France to abstain 
The other resolution, which 
has none of the nuclear powers 
among its sponsors, asks the 
nuclear weapon powers for as 
surance that they will not use or 
threaten to use nuclear wapons 
gainst nations that don’t have 
them.

Two Questions

Jury Prtliminarits 
Resumed; Judge 
Ponders Procedure 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
The Samuel H. Sheppard mur­ 
der retrial 
resumed 
after a 
weekend recess today with at­ 
tempts to seat an alternate ju­ 
ror. 
Proceedings 
began 
a 
half 
hour late, and at the midmorn­ 
ing recess one man had been 
seated, then excused on a per­ 
emptory challenge by the de­ 
fense. 
As the preliminaries neared 
conclusion, 
two questions re­ 
mained to be answered. 
One question is whether the 
jury of eight men and four 
women selected last week will 
be locked up each night during 
the trial. 
Common Pleas Court Judge 
Francis 
J. 
Talty 
must 
also 
decide if the trial will proceed 
ot all 
or if it will be moved♦ 
outside Cleveland as requested 
by defense attorneys. 
Attorney F. Lee Bailey, Shep­ 
pard’s chief counsel, contends 
that a fair trial is impossible 
here because of the extensive 
news coverage the case has 
been 
given. 
Prejudicial news 
coverage was one of the factors 
cited by the federal courts in 
granting Sheppard a new trial 
in the 1954 slaying of his first 
wife, Marilyn. 
Bailey brought the m atter up 
before the trial started but was 
turned down by Judge Talty, 
who said an attem pt should be 
made first to select an im par­ 
tial jury. Selection of the 12 
member jury started a week 
ago and ended Friday. 
The m atter of sequestering 
the jury also was cited by the 
U. S. Supreme Court in its June 
6 ruling upholding a lower court 
order that freed Sheppard from 
prison after he had served nine 
years. The high court indicated 
that the jury which convicted 
the one-time osteopath of second 
degree murder in the original 
trial should have been locked 
up nightly as a shield against 
trial publicity. 
The original trial jury was 
sequestered for just the last five 
days of the 65-day trial, while 
deliberating their verdict.

RFK Hits U.S. Silo 
Of Arms fro Latins 
PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, D- 
N.Y., says a U.S. plan to sell 25 
jet fighter planes to Peru is an­ 
other step in an arms race in­ 
volving Peru, Chile and Argenti­ 
na.

America," Kennedy said Sun­ 
day at a Democratic rally at 
City Hall. Kennedy said that 
purchase of the planes by Peru 
is "a wasteful and dangerous 
luxury for a nation struggling 
with the problems of develop­ 
ment." 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
says President Johnson’s Asian 
trip will not have any apprecia­ 
ble effect on the Nov. 8 election. 
Republican House leader Ger­ 
ald R. Ford doesn’t think an 
expected campaign trip by the 
President later this week will 
help Democrats, either. 
But they took different politi­ 
cal paths to reach their conclu­ 
sions Sunday. 
"I do not believe that 
the 
President’s journey — was in 
any way politically motivated," 
said Humphrey on NBC’s Meet 
the Press. 
He added: "I am sure the 
American people are pleased 
that the President went. I have 
a feeling that the attitude of the 
American public will be one of 
support for the President’s ef­ 
forts." 
Ford said the expected cam­ 
paign trip following Johnson’s 
return 
Wednesday 
would not 
help Democrats because voters 
have kept their minds on basic 
issues, headed by inflation. 
Ford said on ABC’s Issues 
and Answers that Republican 
leaders had been apprehensive 
Johnson’s 
trip would 
"divert 
public attention from the basic 
issues bothering the American 
people." 
Both men delved into South 
ern politics. 
Ford told a GOP fund-raising 
I dinner in Macon, Ga., Saturday 
night that "Georgia’s image in 
the 49 other states will be at a 
peak if Bo Callaway is elected 
Rep. Howard H. Callaway is 
running for governor against 
segregationist Democrat Lester 
Maddox. Callaway, a conserva­ 
tive, was called by Ford “one of 
the most able, most qualified 
people I know in the House of 
Representatives." 
Humphrey refused to say if he 
would vote for George P. Maho­ 
ney, 
an 
opponent 
of 
open 
housing legislation who is the 
Democratic candidate for the 
Maryland governorship, if he 
lived in Maryland. 


An autopsy disclosed that the 
19-year-old girl died of a blow 
on the head but authorities said 
the weapon was not found im­ 
mediately.

Knox County Sheriff Ralph 
Peairs said the girl reportedly 
had been living in the Mount 
Vernon area, in central Ohio, 
about six weexs and had danced 
at night spots in Columbus and 
Cincinnati, and at a bar here. 
Peairs said witnesses told in­ 
vestigators that Miss Kohlmeier 
left the bar here after work Sat­ 
urday night, went to a party and 
left the party alone to 
return 
liome. 
Her car was found at the farm 
home east of here where she 
roomed — about two miles from 
where the body was found. 
A blonde wig was near the 
body, and although her head was 
covered with blood there was no 
blood on the wig, deputies said. 
A milk truck driver discovered 
the body. 
Authorities in Stark County 
said Linda had lived in Canton 
and Massillon earlier this year, 
holding several secretarial jobs 
until her disappearance. 


Two Million 
Turn Out in 
Wild Ovation 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
Crowds estimated to number 
two million turned out to wel­ 
come President Johnson today 
in the biggest, wildest reception 
of his Far East tour. Throngs 
broke 
down 
metal 
fences, 
swarmed 
around police, 
and 
clung to rooftops for a glimpse 
of the man hailed in a typical 
banner as the "G reat Texas 
Giant." 
The 
outpouring 
obviously 
pleased him and at a state din­ 
ner tonight Johnson promised 
the United States would come 
again to the defense of South 
Korea "if aggression—God for­ 
bid—should occur once m ore." 
This nation—tom by war with 
the Communists 16 years ago— 
is the President’s last stop on 
his seven-nation tour around the 
eastern rim of Communist Chi­ 
na. The crowd in Seoul was the 
friendliest of the trip. 
There wasn’t a sign of the 
kind of anti-U.S. sentiment that 
marred otherwise warm and at 
times boisterous welcomes in 
other nations on the tour. 
The President responded by 
popping out of his car half a 
dozen times to mix with the 
confetti-tossing, flag - waving 
throng. 
Facing massed crowds esti­ 
mated by police at 350,000 in 
City Hall Square, the President 
voiced concern for the safety of 
those who pushed, shoved and 
trampled each other in an effort 
to get a better view. He urged 
courtesy and caution "so we 
don’t hurt anyone." 
Harking back to the Korean 
War in which 54,246 Americans 
died, 
Johnson 
said 
he 
was 
standing on "hallowed ground." 
"I have come to express our 
gratitude for the brave and gen­ 
erous help you are giving to our 
common ally, Viet Nam — both 
on the battlefield and in rebuild­ 
ing the countryside. This is the 
act of a nation that understands 
the nature of aggression and 
that knows what it means to 
have 
help 
in 
resisting 
that 
aggression."

Uranium Controls 


A manufacturer works on a num­ 
ber of government contracts involving 
highly enriched uranium. The kind 
atomic bombs are made of. And after 
six years provides an accounting to 
the government which reveals $1 mil­ 
lion worth (enough to produce six 
bombs) cannot be located. 
Send shivers down your spine? Well, 
it did just that to the Atomic Energy 
Commission, which conducted an in­ 
tensive investigation when one of its 
industrial suppliers turned up a short­ 
age of 100 kilograms of the precious 
substance. 
Relax. The AEC has convinced itself 
there was no espionage afoot here. 
What happened was no more than the 
usual industrial waste experienced by 
any manufacturer, but the AEC had 
ignored this factor in its computations. 
Nor was this instance an isolated one. 
Subsequent investigation revealed a 
number of other government suppliers 
who had lost significant quantities of 
uranium. 
Now the commission is faced with 


the problem of determining how much 
waste is legitimate for a given concern, 
and what levels would be considered 
exorbitant. A 2 per cent waste factor 
might be considered usual for one en­ 
terprise, but it might be 6 per cent for 
another. 
How can the commission be certain 
that none of the wasted uranium is be­ 
ing diverted to other uses? 
Complicating nuclear accountability 
are the many ways in which waste can 
rob the stockpile. It disappears as dust 
in manufacturing operations, is washed 
down drains to disappear in the sea 
and is swept up from the floor and 
thrown out with the trash. 
Prodded by the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Atomic Energy, the AEC 
has reached the conclusion the time 
has come to transfer the government’s 
interest in fissionable materials from 
one of financial accountability to safe­ 
guards against diversion. 
The remarkable point is that more 
than 20 years of industrial wastage was 
required to reach this point.

A manufacturer works on a num­ 
ber of government contracts involving 
highly enriched uranium. The kind 
atomic bombs are made of. And after 
six years provides an accounting to 
the government which reveals $1 m il­ 
lion worth (enough to produce 
six 
bombs) cannot be located. 
Send shivers down your spine? Well, 
it did just that to the Atomic Energy 
Commission, which conducted an in­ 
tensive investigation when one of its 
industrial suppliers turned up a short­ 
age of IOO kilograms of the precious 
substance. 
Relax. The AEC has convinced itself 
there was no espionage afoot here. 
What happened was no more than the 
usual industrial waste experienced by 
any manufacturer, but the AEC had 
ignored this factor in its computations. 
Nor was this instance an isolated one. 
Subsequent investigation revealed 
a 
number of other government suppliers 
who had lost significant quantities of 
uranium. 
Now the commission is faced with 


the problem of determining how much 
waste is legitimate for a given concern, 
and what levels would be considered 
exorbitant. A 2 per cent waste factor 
might be considered usual for one en­ 
terprise, but it might be 6 per cent for 
another. 
How can the commission be certain 
that none of the wasted uranium is be­ 
ing diverted to other uses? 
Complicating nuclear accountability 
are the many ways in which waste can 
rob the stockpile. It disappears as dust 
in manufacturing operations, is washed 
down drains to disappear in the uea 
and is swept up from the floor and 
thrown out with the trash. 
Prodded by the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Atomic Energy, the AEC 
has reached the conclusion the time 
has come to transfer the government’s 
interest in fissionable materials from 
one of financial accountability to safe­ 
guards against diversion.

But 
of course the contestant doesn’t 
put up any money. 
The returns on this type of 
advertising can be tremendous, 
if temporary. Stories circulate 
in the contect and gasoline in­ 
dustries of stations wftose sales 
have spurted 50 per cent. Some 
of this business, it is hoped, will 
remain. 
Many of the more popular 
games involve a number mailed 
to you, either in its own enve­ 
lope or in a publication. “You 
may already have won a valua­ 
ble prize,” says the advertise­ 
ment with the number. Your job 
is to check your number against 
a list, generally posted in a 
store. 
The purpose (rf these sweep­ 
stakes is to overcome 
inertia, 
“to get someone inside your 
store, to have someone look at 
the advertisement in the enve 
lope,” says a sales specialist. 
“When we take the pressure 
off — end the contest — we hope 
sales will stay at a higher lev­ 
el,” he explained. 
Most games encourage you to 
do something active about the 
product, such as to read a small 
figure on the label of a jar, 
thereby fixing the product name 
in your mind. The ‘25 words or 
less’’ games encourage you to 
write about the qualities of a 
product. So do the jingle con­ 
tests. 
There are curious aspects to 
many of these games. In some, 
for example, you seldom bear 
about the winner unless you ask 
for it. Seldom is there a public 
announcement Why? 
Are there 
always 
winners? 
Always, but seldom for all the

prizes. In fact, a contest produc­ 
er claims that 50 per cent of 
Americans who enter contests 
have won something at one time 
or another. Very few. however, 
have ever won a car, or do 
they know anybody who has. 
“If one million lucky numbers 
are mailed to people,” the mail 
order man said, “you might 
have 10,000 prizes. That is, one 
pe * cent of the number mailed 
are winning 
numbers.” 
This 
makes the odds IOO to I for any 
prize, much greater for a prize 
of great value. 
Perhaps 20 or 30 per cent of 
the winning numbers are re­ 
turned, but it may be as low as 
IO per cent. Although a produc­ 
er of games feels that “to throw 
away a coupon is not a simple 
judgment to make,” many peo­ 
ple do just that. 
Since only IO per cent of the 
tickets may be turned in for 
prizes, only IO per cent of the 
available prizes are handed out 
in some contests. The unwon 
prize could be one of the valua­ 
ble prizes. 
This induces a 
company to 
run a sweepstakes of apparently 
far greater size than it really is. 
Says a producer: “If I have a 
client with $25,000 to spend I tell 
him he can have a $100,000 
sweepstakes." 
The producers say the win­ 
ning 
numbers, 
cboaen by an 
electronic computer, are guard­ 
ed in a vault. Some employes 
are bonded 
Usually the client 
and the mailer do not know the 
winners. 
“We’re very keenly involved 
with honesty 
and 
integrity,” 
of contest games. “ It is abso­ 
lutely critical to us to see that 
our business is honest.”

Nothing stays put 
for 
very 
long in American politics. It was 
just two years ago that the Re­ 
publican Party, then led by Bar­ 
ry Coldwater, was being taken 
to task for turning its back on 
the party’s Lincoln tradition.

Most of the 
time 
the 
artists; even the biggest star 
names, are given only a few 
minutes in the spotlight.

This is a season in which six 
of the 10 weekly variety shows 
on the three networks are not, 
quite frankly, howling success­ 
es.

Danny Kaye is a great clown, 
too, but his hour show is cur­ 
rently pulling such low ratings 
that its return for another sea­ 
son is highly doubtful. 
Andy 
Williams 
and 
Roger 
Miller have musical shows, and 
both are well-produced, hand­ 
somely mounted and in good 
taste. Yet it is Welk who has 
built the large and loyal fol­ 
lowing Williams and Miller are 
not in the same Nielsen league. 
Dan Martin’s easygoing show 
has charm yet in two seasons it 
has not managed to climb up 
into the hit class. 
Obviously no one knows the 
answer to the riddle of audience 
preference.
